[Roundup report by XINHUA reporter Wang Zhigen: "Portugal on the Eve of 
the General Election") 


[Excerpts] Lisbon, 19 Sep--Portugal will hold ite second parliamentary 

election on 5 October, The new parliament will elect a new prime sinister, 
form a new cabinet and revise the constitution. After the revision of the 
constitution, the Military Revolutiouary Council will no longer exiet as 

one of the state leading organs, thereby ending the transitional period of 
nearly 5 years. Therefore, it is generally agreed that the upcoming elec- 
tion is 4 major event since the collapse of the fascist regime in Portugal. 


Since the firet parliamentary election in 1976, the Socialists, the Social 
Democrats, the Social Democratic Center and the Communists have emerged as 
the four major political parties, dominating the political scene in Portugal. 
The upcoming election is in fact a battle among the four major parties. 


After the firet parliamentary election, the Socialist Party held 40.3 percent 
of the seats in the parliament and, ae the largest political party, formed 
the cabinet. However, because the Socialists did not command a controlling 
majority in the parliament, the Portuguese Government has since July 1978 
faced political crises and instability, as seen from frequent reshuf fling 

of the cabinet. In July 1979 the president dissolved the parliament, and 

a midterm election was held in December. The democratic alliance formed 

by the Social Democratic Party and the Social Democratic Center as the aain 
political parties won the election and formed the first majority government 
since 1976. 


All the parties are now forming alliances in the election campaign. The 
Social Democratic Party and the Social Democratic Center are campaigning 
together under the name of the "Democratic Alliance." The Socialist Party, 
which had consistently called iteelf the first major political party and 
refused to form an alliance with other parties, took the initiative in 
forming the "Republic Socialist Front" with the Social Democratic Indepen- 
dent Action Party and the Socialist Leftist Union in July this year. On the 
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other hand, the Communiet Party hes continued ite election campaign under 
the “People's United Alliance” with the Portuguese Democratic Movement, The 
three major alliances are aeeuming their election postures and getting ready 
for battle, 


Judging from the present situation, the Dempcratic Alliance is in a favorable 
position, For years, the Portuguese economy has faced serious crises, After 
it formed the cabinet in January thie year, the Democratic Alliance took 
Vigorous measures to mend the national economy under the slogan “Change 
Portugal.” The national economy has seen noticeable improvement in the past 
9 months, In foreign policy, the Democratic Alliance has taken an unequiv~ 
ocal stand on joining the BRC and fulfilling NATO obligations, in the wake 
of the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, the Democratic Alliance etrongly con- 
demned Soviet hegemoniem, recalled the ambassador from Moscow and deciared 
temporary suepension of official contacte with the Soviet Union, Because 

the masses of electors still vividly remember how the Soviet Union in 1975 
supported ite proxy in subverting the Portuguese Government, the situation 
seems favorable to the Democratic Alliance. 


However, since its formation, the Republican Socialist has concentrated ite 
efforts on two issues: it has attacked the Democratic Alliance for desiring 
restoration and for frustrating the "25 April” results and at the same time 
refused to reach an understanding with the People's United Alliance headed 
by the Communist Party. The People's United Alliance has also concentrated 
its attack on the Democratic Alliance while resorting to the tactic of both 
wooing and attacking at the Republican Socialist Front. However, the devel- 
opment of the situation has been unfavorable to the People's United Alliance 
since the midterm parliamentary election, because the Portuguese Compunist 
Party has defended the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


The Democratic Alliance is holding a weak controlling majority of 51.1 per- 
cent of the seats in the parliament. People are now paying close attention 
to whether the Democratic Alliance will be able to retain the slim majority 

od what will happen to the political situation in Portugal if the Democratic 
Alliance fails to do so. 


The election campaign has now entered a climatic stage. The three alliances 
are waging hand-to-hand combat. It is still hard to predict the final out- 
come of the election.

However, unlike most other fashion designers who get to put their ideas 
before the public eye, these youngsters have had lese than one month's 
training. They enrolled this month at the dress design school at 
the Inetitute of Industrial Art which staged today's exhibition. 


One of them, 2}-year-old Chen Tianming, said he took up fashion design- 
ing “because | want to make people better looking. Clothes reflect 
a country’s culture and the sesthetic level of the people,” he said. 


Apperentiy he aleo wants to bring a touch of fun to the clothing industry. 
Asked if yearly changes would become a feature of China's fashion scene, 
he said: “Wouldn't it be boring to wear the same kind of clothes year 

in and year out?” 


A developing trend among Chinese designers is a mixture of Chinese 
fashions, some features of Western tailoring and the flaire of China's 
national minority costumes and the mix is being encouraged at the 
institute's design school. 


And there will «till be the ups and downs and fashionable nuances that 
characterise clothes for the diecriminating buyer. Chen Tianming says, 
for example, that the hemline (strictly on the knee this year) will be 
lower next season. He's already preparing for it in his designs. 
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lie gete his information from spot cheeks at shep counters throughout 
the city where he listens to customers’ views, 


"Living standards in China are on the rise," he said today, “This will 
manifest iteelf more and more in the clothes people buy, What we are 
trying for ie clothes that are inexpensive and good looking,” 


Pal Chongli, the 45-year-old head of the design school, said his clase 
ie the firet in the country, The clothes hie students have designed 
may not be spectacular, he said, but the youngetere are promising, 


The institute ran design classes in the dyeing and printing epecialty 
in the early 1970's to give etudents a sense of proportion and an eye 
for color but it wae only thie year that fashion has been made a4 
separate department. 


There are two basic influences on Chinese clothes designing, said 
Pai Chongli--the rising aspirations of an increasingly better-paid 
public and the export trade, 


Textiles are a big earner of foreign exchange and more attention will 
be paid to the requirements of overseas buyers, but manufacturers have 
shown themselves much more responsive to the needs of the home market 
in recent years. 


In traditionally conservative Beijing, for example, where the rise in 
fashion consciousness has put a tremendous load on the city's tailoring 
shops, municipal authorities have invited five top Shanghai tailors to 
come and teach their skills to other people. 


Experte from other cities are also being invited and retired tailors 
are being encouraged to open their own businesses and take on 
apprentices. This year a total of 2) new tailoring shops have been 
set up in Beijing.

SRV TYPHOON-<Beijing, September 2] (XINHUA)--Typhoon Ruth, the most 
devastating one to hit central Vietnam in 30 years, killed more than 
100 persons and demolished hundreds of thousands of homes, according 
to press reports received here. Ruth, the sixth tropical storm to 
strike northern Vietnam in the past two months, slammed into Thanh Hoa 
Province on September 16. According to first reports, up to 80 percent 
of the homes in the province were leveled or badly damaged by the 
tropical storm as it raged over the area for eight hours. Seventy-six 
school buildings and all the kindergartens in the province were 
demolished leaving 120,000 students without classrooms. Hospitals 
were ripped down. The storm pulled down nearly 100 high-voltage 
electric pylons and disrupted the communication system in the province. 
Sixteen thousand acres of rice fields were seriously damaged, Typhoon 
Joe, which struck the northern sector of the country in July, wiped out 
about 3 million tone of rice. Typhoon Ruth probably caused another 

2 million ton loss. All this added much to the existing serious food 
shortages in Vietnam.

Guangdong provincial governor Xi Zhongxun and also Wu Kehua, Yang 
Shangkun, Liu Tianfu and Wu Lengxi. Ye Xuanping was also present, and 
he also presented the championship award after the game. When I saw 
Ye Xuanping, I was struck dumb for a while: why does this man look 

eo familiar to me? Where have I seen him before? 


The fact that among the large number of vice provincial governors 

Ye Xuanping was the one to present the award demonstrates that he has 
probably replaced Yang Kanghua and taken charge of running the 
day-to-day affairs of Guangdong's culture, education and physical 
culture.

COMMENTS ON TRIAL OF ‘GANG OF FOUR'

[Text] Since the conclusion of the NPC session, people's attention has 
been partially diverted to the trial of the "gang of four.” It was 
previously reported that the trial would take place in September. Then 
it was reported that the trial would take place after the NPC session. 
Now it has been reported that the trial will be postponed and will 

not be held this year. 


The flagrant crimes of the “gang of four” are apparent even without a 
trial, but since we are etressing rule by law, a trial must be conducted. 
A trial can be conducted secretly or in public. It seems that it would 
be preferable not to have a public trial. The "gang of four" are not 
ordinary criminals. One was a vice chairman of the CCP Central Committee. 
Another was a Standing Committee member of the Politburo and the other 
two were Politburo members. Each one knows many state secrets. No 
country allows ite state secrets to be divulged. The "gang of four" 
must be tried and the state secrets must be guarded, and the way to 
satisfy both requirements is to avoid a public trial or to conduct it 

in a semiclosed way. 


Of these four persons, Jiang Qing was in a more special and subtle 
position. When the names of the “gang of four” first appeared, their 
order was Wang, Zhang, Jiang and Yao according to the importance of 
their official posts. Although Jiang Qing's post was not the highest, 
her position was actually the highest. Relying on her husband, the 
wife became highly placed. When Hua Guofeng delivered an important 
apeech at the NPC session, he mentioned the "Jiang Qing clique." 

It is practical and realistic to equate the “gang of four" with the 
“Jiang Qing clique” and to put Jiang Qing first among the four persons. 


Of these four persons, Jiang Qing was the most arrogant and Zhang Chunaiao 
was the most insidious. This was true in the past and it is still true 
today. According to a recent report, when a preparatory trial was 
conducted not long ago Zhang Chunqiao remained silent while Jiang ing 
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roared and imputed everything to "God," Thies was not strange; it 

would have been atrange if she had not done eo, From this, we can 
see that thie film actress of the 1930's atill wanted to act in a 

“phay" but had no desire to repent. 


Of course, Chairman Mao cannot escape responsibility for the l0-yeur 
catastrophe, Although he was used by the "gang of four,” he "personally 
initdated and directed the Great Cultural Revolution" in that year and 
could not etay aloof from the “matter of responsibility.” Even so, 

the “gang of four,” particularly Jiang Qing, could not evade their 
towering crimes. In the last daye of his life, Chairman Mao Zedong 

had already put forward the problem of handling the "gang of four." 

When Deng Xiaoping was in charge of the work of the central authorities 
for Premier Zhou Enlai he etruggled against the Jiang Qing clique. 

He got into trouble because of thie. 


The trial of the "gang of four,” eumming up the Great Cultural Revolution 
and appraising the merite and demerite of Chairman Mao Zedong (the last 
two items will be carried out at the 12th National Congress of the 
Chinese Communist Party at the begainning of next year) must be done 

well eo that we can lay down our buvrdens and wholeheartedly advance 

on the road of the four modernigations.

MANAGEMENT OF LEADING CADRES CRITICIZED 
Beijing RENNIN RIBAO in Chinese 19 Aug 80 p 8 
[Article: "Do Not Spank the Wrong Person") 


[Text] In “Long Wen Bian Ying" ("Long Wen Whips the Shadow") there is a 
story called "Xu Di Zhang Li" ("Ku Di Beate the Servant"): During the 
Northern and Southern Dynasties there was a man with a double surname 
called Ku Di. He was ignorant and stupid and when at home he was always 
troubled with flies, so he told his servant to beat them: “It is your 
job, so you must prevent them from entering." The servant was originally 
only responsible for minding and protecting the house, so how was it that 
he was to manage the flies? But the stupid Ku Di regarded him as being 
disloyal and his letting the flies in as a crime, and so he beat the ser- 
vant. This is spanking the wrong person. 


Seriously analyzing this, there are many reasons for errors and mishaps 

in work. Some are due to neglect of duty by the party concerned, and 

when criticizing and teaching, if the person concerned is “spanked a 

few times” as a means of teaching, that is all right, and the one suf- 
fering the thrashing can say nothing. Yet, in actual work, there are many 
problems created by leading cadres and after the mishap occurs the leaders 
often only mention casually a few sentences of self criticism and the 
stick still hits the lower cadres and the masses. 


Because certain flaws still exist in the cadre system, among the leading 
cadres there are not many who are both red and expert. Especially in the 
departments and units, there are even fewer who are politically strong 
and proficient in professional work. Yet a minority of people from the 
units are often able to decide the fate of the large number of cadres. 
Under these conditions, cases where the right person is not chosen for 
the job occur often. When those without learning are used, results are 
bad and errors occur, and then who should be blamed? This makes me think 
of the bitter experience of the great Russian poet Pushkin. Y%ecause 
Pushkin called for opposition to the tsear's government, he was sent 

into exile. During one period there was an official overseeing hi~ 

was as stupid as Ku Di. He actually sent Pushkin to Odessa to inve.. ce 
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locusts and organize their extermination, Pushkin expended great effort 
and after running around all day he etill had no success. In the end he 
could not even write a report and only composed a few lines of poetry: 
"locust, flying.” le is hard to say that we can blame Pushkin for his 
inability, 


Some leaders who unconscientiously study the party's lines and policies 
only enjoy turning them back and forth on upper level leaders and listen- 
ing here and there only consider what "spirit" there was. Some leaders 
who are ‘officiale"” are habitual and always enjoy “having hundreds at 
their disposal,” act arbitrarily, do not investigate or study, rely on 
old experience, do thinge according to old waye and "cut with one blow." 
Some leaders are ignorant and incompetent, only talk nonsense and give 
arbitrary and impracticable directions. In a certain place there was 

a leading cadre in charge of cultural work who flew into a rage after 
hearing a symphony orchestra. He asked accusingly of the orchestra 
conductor why he was so impolite in always having his rear face the 
audience? If the conductor complied with this leaders "view" and made 

a 180 degree turnabout, the whole orchestra would be in confusion, and 
then who is it that should be spanked? 


As I see it, these important problems are due to not choosing the right 
person for the job or to mistakes in command. In either case, the leader's 
responsibility should first be looked into and then the stick will not 

be able to randomly fall on lower cadres and the masses. At present, 

what is difficult is that the stick is still being held by these leaders. 
To give the stick over to someone else so that you get a spanking ic 

hard, and raising the stick oneself to give oneself a spanking is even 
more difficult. Therefore, from a long-range view, there still remains 
the problem of how best to handle the "stick."

|News report: "The Attitude Toward Redressing Unjust, Frame-up, and 
Misjudged Cases Has Changed From ‘Antagonism’ to Positive Support") 


[Text] Editor's note: In the work of redressing 
unjust, frame-up and misjudged cases, there have 

been occurrences in some areas of failure to carry 
out the taske through delay and of failure to carry 
out the tasks through resistance. There were many 
reasons for this, in some cases because of the 
seizure of power by bad men or factional interference, 
and the refusal to implement party policy; in some 
cases they have been unable, even today, to break 
with the old conventions because of the influence 

of the ultraleft line. Comrade Cao Kaiye [2580 7030 
2814], deputy chief of the Huangshi Municipal Public 
Security Bureau is one who “locked horns" because 

his thinking was not liberated. Under supervision 

of and education by the superior party committee and 
concerned departments, he has been transformed 
comparatively well. This shows that resistance to 
the redressing of unjust, frame-up and misjudged cases 
comes from all sides, and that leading organs and 
leading comrades must go among the masses, aim at 
specific circumstances, adopt strong measures, elimi- 
nate all kinds of resistance and interference, and 
thus secure a good beginning and a good conclusion 
for this work. 


Special to this paper: Reporter Xiao Du and news researcher Zhang 
Shuzheng report: Under the help of and education by his superiors and 
concerned departments, one of the leading members of the personnel of the 
Huangshi Municipal Public Security Bureau in Hubei Province has corrected 
his perception of the party's political line and ideological line, has 
been liberated from the fetters of ossified and semi-ossified thinking, 
and has conscientiously implemented the perty's policy for accelerating 
the progress of redressing, frame-up and misjudged cases. 
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As soon ae the work of redressing unjust, frame-up and misjudged cases 
wae begun, the Huangehi Public Security Bureau reviewed and reversed a 
group of mlejudged cases, and processed a great many letters and 
personal visite, achieving a certain accomplishment, Later, as the 
whole city got deeper and deeper into the work of implementing the policy, 
many unite, through a reexamination of cases that had been determined 

by the Public Security Bureau to be so-called “vicious attacks," 
“counterrevolutionary cliques," and complex cases in other areas, ).0o- 
posed demands for redressa and conveyed them to the Public Security 
Bureau, However, the Public Security Bureau did not put them off with 
delays, but replied that they "maintained their original conclusion." 

In mid-September of last year, 116 "replies" like this had piled up in 
the case filles of that bureau, and particularly more than 30 complex 
cases that had only been clarified through a great deal of effort on the 
part of several units, but which they were still "holding out" against. 


Through an investigation, the Huangehi Municipal Communist Party Committee 
and the concerned departments of the province came to understand the 
reasons why the Public Security Bureau had "locked horns," the principal 
one being that a few of the comrades had not liberated their thoughts 
from the fetters of "rather ‘left' than right." Deputy Bureau Chief 

Cao Kaive, who was personally responsible for handling the cases, had 
been chairman of a peasant's union et the time of the land reform and 
later was a long time in public security work, having been acclaimed 

a model of outstanding service on the public security front a number of 
times. For many years, a tenet of his work was that "class struggle 

is the key link," and the "deification of leaders" had a deep effect on 
his thinking. He believed that the past handling of the cases had been 
correct, especially those involving non-criminal speech and actions by 
persons of bad background or dubious history, and he could not cast off 
the trame of reference in "raise to the highest plane of principle, 
determine character severely, and deal with harshly." When he encounter- 
ed a case of so-called “vicious attack,” he dared not touch it; even 
though some obtained redress, they had to retain a slight "tail." 


The municipal party committee and the concerned departments of the pro- 
vince resolutely helped the Huangshi Municipal Public Security Bureau 
leadership and case-handling personnel eliminate "the inhibition of 

the »olden hoop." In mid-September, division chief Wei Hengrong 

(7279 1854 2837) was sent by the Provincial Public Security Bureau to 
lead a work team to the Huangshi Municipal Public Security Bureau. From 
among the cases that the Municipal Public Security Bureau had classed 

as “maintaining the original conclusion," they selected 30-odd for 
examination, and after conscientious review and research, arrived at a 
disagreement on 24 of them. For example, there was an old worker at 

the Huangshi Boiler Factory who, during the decade of confusion, said 
that overturning the old cadres was "killing heroes," that taking part 
in armed struggle was "taking instructions from Jiang Qing,” and for this 
he was branded a "counterrevolutionary."” How can we maintain the 
original conclusions on this kind of so-called "vicious attack?" 
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Wei Hengrong and the others did a convincing analysis of the case file, 
shook up the thinking of the leadera and case handlers of the Municipal 
Public Security Bureau, and secured some progress in the case handling 
work, Later, provincial and municipal personnel responsible for imple= 
menting policy and comrades of the Municipal Bureau did a concrete 
analysis of how the "replies" tallied with the facts, and how they were 
inappropriate to the implementation of policy, thus advancing the unity 
of their thinking and perception. 


To deepen the perception of the importance of redressing unjust, frame-up, 
and misjudged cases, Bureau Chief and Secretary of the Bureau Party 
Committee Liang Chengwen [2733 2052 2429] on one hand organized the 
bureau's case handling personne] for an in-depth study of the Central 
Committee documents and a comprehension of the spirit of the policies; 
on the other hand he participated in the case handling conferences 

and personally reviewed the cases. He analyzed the cases one by one 

and encouraged Comrade Cao Kaiye to consider many questions: during the 
four clean-ups, Huangshi was a test point and the area of attack was 
relatively broad, and in that instance he was acclaimed a "shock 
worker"; when the decade of confusion started, "sweeping away monsters 
and demons," he was again acclaimed a "shock worker." At that time 

he was chief of a dispatch station and had not thought clearly about 
whether some things were correct or not, but only carried them out 
hard-headedly. Practice is the only criterion for examining truth. 
Today, in retrospect, there really are a great many unjust, frame-up 

and misjudged cases; particularly with regard to those who voiced 
grievances about the decade of confusion and who expressed opinions about 
the errors and deficiencies of the party's work and leadership, for an 
erroneous method of "raising to a high plane of principle, determining 
character severely, and dealing with harshly" was adopted, necessarily 
confusing contradictions of two different kinds. When others do not 
obey and file appeals, we naturally have the duty to examine and revise 
in accordance with party policy and in line with the spirit of seeking 
truth from facts, so that “if all is in error, correct all, if party is 
in error, correct part, and if there is no error, correct nothing,” 

but we definitely must not substitute sentiment for policy. 


After several rounds like this, the leadership and case handling personnel 
of the Municipal Public Security Bureau had a deeper understanding of 

the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the 11th CCP Central Committee 
and had raised their consciousness of the implementation of party policy. 
With regard to cases reported from the various units, they put everything 
in order, clarified the key points, and concentrated their strength on 
fighting a war of annihilation. With regard to a few cases that had 
involved appeals to city, provincial or national authorities without 
having been resolved for a long time, and other complicated cases, the 
bureau leadership personally participated in the review, and some were 
decided collectively by the party committee of the bureau. When 
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reinvestigating a verdict, those cases that involve treating ideological 
problema as political problems, treating problems of method as probleme 
of standpoint, treating problema of background as probleme of behavior, 
and the substitution of criminal procedures for administrative measures 
are corrected and redressed by seeking truth from facts, Of the 116 
cases on which the reply had been to “maintain the original conelust.n’ 
before the middle of last September, 101 have been corrected through 

a review like this, They have aleo taken their cases on tour and 
spontaneously exchanged ideas on case handling with other unite, 

Since October of last year, the Municipal Public Security Bureau hae 
dispatched men on a total of 33 trips to 10 units to promote the work 

of correcting 43 cases in which the original unit had proposed maintain- 
ing the original conclusion, Up to the present, the Huangehi Public 
Security Bureau has reinvestigated more than 90 percent of the political 
cases, criminal cases, and cases of background statue on which appeale 
had been filed; 33 complex cases have been disposed of, of which 28 were 
redressed and corrected, They are continuing to deal with the remaining 
cases and review a few that have left tails, determined to carry out the 
work of redressing unjust, frame-up, and misjudged cases thoroughly.

o handling thinge, and such an attitude should be pertinent and appropri- 
ate, not ¢t be eswaved by personal feelings. At present, there are peopie 
in the oarty who, in dealing with mistakes, are prone to taking the atti- 
tude of “eelf-crtticiem with an open mind, but absolutely unrepentant,” 
and “conducting self<criticiem for a period of time while seeking s#atis- 
faction for the whole life.” The meeting pointed out that it is abeolutely 
necessary to ask such people to correct their mistakes. There are cases 
in which people ourposely present a fait accompli and then make an empty 
promise of “not to be repeated,” attempting to seek “real benefit” from 
mistakes. This is also definitely not allowable. 


The meeting also pointed out that discipline inspection work is not 4 mis- 
sion that is confined to the discipline inspection sector. Party committees 
all levels should conecientiously strengthen their leading role in disci- 
pline inspection work. They should regularly hear reports on discipline 
‘nepection work. And discipline inspection work should be the order of the 
dav for party committees. Discipline inepection organizat‘one at all levels 
should be further etrengthened, and close attention should be paid to build- 
ing up 4 contingent of cadres for carrying out discipline inspection work.

[Text] On the eve of “1 July,” comrades of the party branch of the retired 
cadres of Jingan district unanimously recommended Yu Jieotung [0151 2212 
8825), who had worked with the Inetitue of Financial Science of the Minis- 
try ot Finance, a8 a good party member. The district party committee 

fully affirmed the revolutionary epirit of Comrade Yu Jieqiong because, 
though suffering severely from a lingering cancer, he stands in no fear 

of it and [eontinues| indomitably to write books expounding theories and 
suggesting ways and means for implementing the four modernizations. Thus 
it decided to commend him on 1 July at the meeting commemorating the 
party's birthday. 


Comrade Yu Jieqiong is 68 years old this year. He returned to China from 
the United States during the initial postliberation period. He has been 
with the Inetitute of Financial Science of the Ministry of Finance for a4 
long time, in charge of research work on both foreign finance and enter- 
prise finance. We joined the Chinese Communist Party in 1956. Comrade Yu 
Jieqiong is an expert on the financial front. "Statistics on Production 
Enterprises” and “Financial and Monetary Inspection of Production Enter- 
prises” are among the books he has written. During the period when Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four” ran wild, however, he was sent off to graze 
cattle and later on was expelled from the party and forced to retire, 
thereby losing his political and working rights. In 1973, Comrade Yu 
Jieqiong, who was once healthy and strong, was on the verge of death after 
suffering a lot. Accompanied by his son, he returned to Shanghai. As he 
witnessed the steady deterioration of the nation's financial situation, 
old Yu was filled with grief and anxiety, yet he had no way out. In 1978 
after the crushing of the “gang of four,” the leading party group in the 
Ministry of Finance reexamined his case and rehabi'itated him. His party 
membership was reinstated. However, at that time he was already suffering 
trom thyroid cancer and has since undergone two major operations. He was 
too weak to carry on his work as usual. The Ministery of Finance decided 
to change his status from retirement to temporary leave and showed him the 
utmost solicitude with the best of care. 
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The party's great plans for implementing the four modernizations strongly 
aroused the sense of revolutionary responsibility of this old comrade and 
spurred him to make the beat use of his time, regardless of serious iliness, 
to continue to work for the party at home, Since December 1978 he has man- 
aged to get up early every day, no matter whether it is in cold winter or 
hot summer, He has conscientiously engaged in writing. In a period of a 
little more than | year, he has, with his trembling and weak hand, com 
pleted 13 articles, including “Serving Finance by Utilizing the Law of 


Value,” “Assessing Local Collective Enterprise Investments Base on the 
Law of the Eeonomy,” and "Financial Supervision of Capital Construction 
Should Pay Attention to Taking Objective Laws as Guidelines in Capital 


Construction.” He aleo compiled more than 10 pieces of data introducing 
the practice of business administration in the capitalist nations. These 
articles and data were written with original ideas. When they were pre- 
sented to the Miniatry of Finance, they won widespread attention and 
praise, 


Yu Jieqiong has also been concerned about the well-being of the masses 
throughout the course of his illness. During the second half of last 
year he worried very auch about the ever-worsening condition of the con- 
taminated drinking water in Shanghai. We decided to investigate the 
situation, regardless of his severe reaction to chemotherapy at that time. 
He spent 2 daye inepecting, on foot, the dark and bad-smelling Suzhou 
River and the turbid Huangpu River and found that the situation is serious. 
After he returned home, he wrote a report from the angle of a financial 
worker and separately submitted it to the Ministry of Finance and the 
Central Environment Protection Bureau asking the central authorities to 
appropriate special funds to help Shanghai adminster the contamination 
problem. in reply, comrades including Finance Minister Wu Bo said in 
their respective letters that the problem is under overall consideration 
in an effort to work out 4 solution. 


In March of this year, Comrade Yu Jieqiong acknowledged that the cancer 

he suffers has epread and hie life is drawing to an end. For that reason, 
he valued hie time still more and stepped up his writing. He said: “I am 
a member of the Communist Party. I have to work for the party as long 4s

The reiteration of this elogan can be deacribed ae a victory for 
RENMIN RIBAO chief editor Hu Jiwei. 


Shortly after the emashing of the "gang of four,” Chinese newspapers 
repeatedly declared that the common people could criticize the govern- 
ment and cadres and that “the speaker is blameless, the listener should 
be warned.” As a result, newspapers did play a role in supervising 
cadres and their criticiems played an important role in opposing 
privileges and bureaucratiam, thus regaining their prestige among the 
people. 


Critical Contributions and Satirical Caricatures Are Withheld From 
Publication 


However, due to the emergence of big-character posters and the 

Wei Jingesheng incident, criticiems made by newspapers were censured by 
some people and even criticiem of “the will of senior officials” was 
described as wrong. Hu Jiwei once disclosed: “The criticisms made by 
our newepaper can only be described as fervent exhortations. They are 
not fervent attacks, not to mention fierce attacks. Even so, many 
comrades are already very annoyed with them." During this period, many 
local newspaper reportere who had written critical reports were 
attacked and prevented from writing such reports and many contributions, 
lettere and caricatures were vithheld from publication. 


in the face of this situation, Hu Jiwei publicly voiced his dissent. 

He brought the matter out into the open with “How Are We To Carry out 
Criticiem and Self-criticisem in Newspapers” published in XTNWEN ZHANXTAN 
[NEWS FRONT) ot the end of 1979. Thies article refuted all kinds of 
censures. In thie iesue of XINWEN ZHANKIAN, ao conmentator's article 
called for discussing issues concerning criticiem made by newspapers. 
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Following the publication of Hu Jiwei's article and the XINWEN ZHANXIAN 
commentator's article, there were no apparent local press reaction to 
them, and the number of eritical preas itema of an incisive nature 
continued to fall, Thies way of doing things incurred the censure of the 
masses and also dampened the newly reatored confidence the common people 
had placed in the CUP, 


A Key Editorial 


When Beijing theoretical circles began to reverse their verdict on the 
critictem of "the will of senior officials” in May this year, Chinese 
newspapers once again realized that masse supervision and criticiem 

are indispensable, <A short commentary published in GONGREN RIBAO

[Arcicle by JIEFANG & ,0 correspondent Zhang Yeping (1728 0048 1627) in 
Lhasa: “Spring Come: te to the Plateau; Strive To Make Up for Lost 
Time") 


[Text] Recently the Party Central Committee issued important instructions 
concerning the work in Xizang. Hu Yaobang (5170 5069 6721], Wan Li 
[5502 6849], and other leading comrades of the central authorities even 
made an inspection tour of Xizang to discuss with the comrades there the 
major programs for turning Xizang's poverty into wealth. The Xizang 
problem has focused the actention of many people on this southwestern 
frontier of the fatherland. 


The Importance and Uniqueness of the Xizang Problem 


Xizang is located on the southwestern frontier of our country, bordering 
the six countries of Pakistan, India, Nepal, Sikkim, Bhutan, and Burma. 

[t has a boundary of 4,900 kilometers and occupies a very important stra- 
tegic location. The area is immense but sparsely populated. Its 
inhabitants are relatively uniform in nationality, with an absolute 
majority of the Zang nationality. Historically, religion has always 
thrived in Xizang, and the religious leader of Lamaism was also the supreme 
ruler of Xizang. With a system of agricultural serfdom, characterized by 
the “incegration of government and religion,” Xizang for the longest time 
was unique in its production patterns, political, cultural, religious and 
legal systems, as well as its upper stratum. Since Xizang's peaceful lib- 
eration in 1951, millions of agricultural serfs have smashed their feudal 
shackles through peaceful rebellion and democratic reform and, together 
with peoples of other nationalities in the country, walked onto the road 

of socialism. Xizang today is an autonomous region of our nation. Because 
of its history and geography, Xizang's character is strikingly unique in 
its natural conditions, national traits, economic structure, cultural tra- 
dition, religious beliefs, and even its spoken and written language, its 
customs and mores. As has been pointed out in the distributed circular 
summarizing the symposium on the work in Xizang: "Xizang is an inseperable 
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part of the sacred territory of the fatherland and is a national autonomous 
region in which the political, economic, cultural and natural conditions 
are all of special importance." 


What Is the Root of Poverty? 


Comrade Hu Yaobang pointed out during his inspection tour: "At the present 
time, the most prominent reality in Xizang is that the living standard of 
its inhabitants lags far behind that of the other provinces and autonomous 
regions of the nation." In other words, its people live in poverty and 

its culture is underdeveloped. based on what this correspondent saw ana 
heard during his l-year stay in Xizang, one impression that stands out is 
that the Xizang plateau's wealth and poverty (that is, its wealth in 
natur®’ resources and the poverty in which its people live) constitute 

a ve inharmonious picture. 


Then, what is the root of Xizang's poverty? First, it is rooted in histor- 
ical factors. Xizang's socialism is founded on the ruins of feudal 
agricultural serfdom. Xizang is low in the development of productive 
forces, and its economy and culture lag behind. Second, the damage caused 
by the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" caused a drop in 
production and made the people destitute. These are the two apparent fac- 
tors. But the question is: Since the smashing of the "gang of four" more 
than 3 years ago, most parts of the country have been enjoying increasing- 
ly greater prosperity and there has been considerable change in production 
and in the people's livelihood. Then why is Xizang still lagging behind? 


To analyze this situation, the following questions must be briefly reviewed: 
What are the manifestations of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four,” and what are their ill effects? 


(1) The ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" distorted the 
instructions of Comrade Mao Zedong, treated the problem of nationalities 
as a problem of classes, and damaged the party's policies toward the 
nationalities, religion, and the united front. This resulted in the widen- 
ing of the class struggle and seriously damaged the solidarity between the 
Zang and Han nationalities. 


(2) They violated the objective reality of Xizang society, and 
erroneously classified “rich peasants" and "rich herdsman." Before the 
democratic reform, Xizang was a feudal society of agricultural serfdom in 
which there existed two opposing classes; namely, the feudal lords and the 
masses of agricultural serfs. However, the question is: How could there 
have been rich peasants during that time, when owner-peasants did not even 
exist? Nevertheless, under the ultraleft lines of Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four," those agricultural serfs whose livelihood had become relatively 
good were arbitrarily classified as “rich peasants" or “rich herdsmen." 

In some areas, even those peasants and herdsmen who had become better 

off through sheer hard work, and only after the democratic reform, were 
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aleo claselfled as rich peasants and rich herdemen, Thies gave rise to 
the confusion of clase alignment and the dampening of enthusiasm on the 
part of peasants and herdamen for the development of production and the 
betterment of thelr livelihood, 


(3) In areas of agricultural production and animal husbandry, the 
violated the objective reality of Xigang and the wishes of its people, It 
was the custom of the Zang nationality to have roasted barley, butter, 

beef and mutton as staples, The herdemen live in tente wade of oxhair, 

Yet under the directions of the ultraleft line, “take grain ae the key 
link” wae unilaterally stressed, This policy forced out animal husbandry 
and ite occupational lines and made it difficult for the Zang people to 
obtain butter to eat or oxhair for their tents. It aleo decreased side 
line income=-a situation which created further difficulties for the people. 


(4) With regard to the economic policy of the agricultural and animal 
husbandry regions, they confused the differentiation between socialiam and 
capitaliem, For example, in the area of distribution, the ultraleft line 
of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" took the policy of "distribution accord- 
ing to work" and "more work more pay" as capitalistic, while treating “mass 
together’ and “equalitarianiem" as socialiem. Another example: the [ultra- 
left Line] kept the production brigauve from developing various enterprises, 
labeling these enterprises as following the “capitalist road." It chopped 
the team members’ privately owned plots of land, livestock, and family 
sidelines as if they were the “tails of capitalism.” It aleo shut down 

the country fair trading in the villages as if it gave the "green light to 
capitaliem.” Policies Like these were already very “left" when they were 
applied in the interior of the country; applied to the area of Kizang, 
which, to begin with, had a very underdeveloped commodity economy and 
little capitaliam, these policies proved to be even more “left.” There- 
for these policies caused ever greater damage to production and to the 
people's Livelihood, 


(5) In industry, the ultraleft Line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” 
merely for the sake of “filling in the blanks", disregarded Xizang's con- 
ditions in raw and semiprocessed materials, fuel, transportation and 
shipping; blindly pushed various developments; engaged in “cooking 4 meal 
without rice"; and thus squandered large sums of money, manpower, and 
material resources. On the other hand, handicraft production for various 
kinds of goods especially needed by the Zang nationality (such as mate, 
aprons, wooden bowls, and ofl barrels, etc.) did not develop rapidiy. This 
also affected the livelihood of the Xizang people. 


These evil consequences caused by the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four” seriously damaged the solidarity of the nationalities, de 
stroved Kizang's economic and cultural development, and brought hardship 
and suffering to the people of Kizang. 
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The Key to the “Selution of Poverty” 


To open the gate to Rigeng’s wealth and preeperity, the seeretariat of the 
Party Central Committee hele many @eetings te April of thie year te dle- 
ouse the work in Aigeng. th the distributed eirewlar “Summary of the 
Syeposiue of the Work in Bigang,” the central authorities formulated cleat 
and definite provisions coneerping the task and direction of Rigang’s con 
atruction, itn the latter part of May, the chief secretary of the Party 
Central Comittee, Hu Yaebang, Wan Li, and other leading comrades Gate * 
apecial trip to Rigang, They studied and inweetigated te see if the sua 
gestions of the Cen. ral Comittee had been theroughiy leplemented. and they 
discussed with the Kieang comrades the major piane of “turning poverty tate 
wealth,” 


Generally speaking, the policies of the Perty Central Committee for wort 
in Aieang include the following pointe: Politically, further tmplenent 
the policies of the aationalities, religion, and waited front and of 
strengthening the solidarity of the nationalities, Under the united 
leadership of the central authorities, ellow a1) the nationalities of 
Kigang to enjoy national autonomy to the fullest, Beonomicaliy, firmly 
adopt the policies that allow Kigang’s economy te recover and grow. These 
include: Exempt the people of Kieang for a qumber of yeare from the estate 
purchase quotas, and eliminate apportioned quotas of any fore. In aii 
other areas of the economy, such as agriculture, snimal husbandry, forest- 
ry. finance, commerce, handicraft, transportation and chipping, adopt 
flexible policies eepectally suited to the situation in Bigeang, 60 46 te 
expedite Kigang’s economic growth. At the same time, divert the lerge 
sume of national outleye, which had been used to prop up Rigang, te meet 
the urgent needs in the daily lives of the Kieang people. With regard te 
matters of culture and education, vigorously restore and develop, ender the 
firm premise of socialiem, Kigang’s national culture ae well as program 
in education and science. in matters of party organigation, « policy of 
national cadres must be correctiy implemented and the solidarity between 
the comrades of the Han and the Zang sationalities gust be strengthened. 
Within 2 to } years, gore than two-thirds of the national cadres of Rivang 
not engaged in production @ust be of the Kigang aationality; other cadres 
must be transferred back to the interior systematically.

Regarding personnel management, the “new 
economic group” opposes remaining laymen and encourages experts to 
dominate factories, All these measures, so to speak, meet the demands 
of the present economic stage of Caina in a better way. These are

faction” centering on adopting @ correct attitude towards Mao Zedong 
Thought. The thitd plenary seasion of the CCP Central Committee at 
the end of 19/8 was the climax of this debate, On the other hand, the 
\hinese economy wae at the brink of collapge at that time because of 
4 poor economic situation and ite being trampled upon by the aang of 
Jiang Ging. Alter the emashing of the "gang of four,” the danger of 
eonemic collapse appeared due to construction of new projects without 
a prior and adequate understanding of the actual economic situation. 
The situation can be compared with one in which a person, who had just 
recovered trom a fatal disease, participating in racing. Therefore, 
it became a pressing task for the economic sphere to solve the serious 
imbalance of economic development. Thus, the ideological confronta- 
tion between the "new economic group" and the “petroleum group” was 
neglected when people urged “readjusting, restructuring, rectifying 
and improving" the national economy. As a matter of fact, the proposal 
and the implementation of the principles of readiustment was itself a 
measure and a victory of the ideology of the “new economic group.” 


The Decision on Abolishing the Old 10-Year Plan 


The eight-character principle on readjusting the economy was officially 
put forward at the second session of the Fifth NPC convened in 

june 19/79 and a period of 3 vears was fixed for ita achievement. In 

the wake of the implementation of the policy of readjustment, the flaws 
‘f the "petroleum group” in its planning for economic development in 
China were exposed to a large extent. People realized that thev had 
been working not according to the objective laws and their capability. 
Simultaneously, the conflict between the “new economic group” and the 
“petroleum group” become more acute daily. This April, the decisive 
level of the PRC finally came to a resolute decision. They decided 

to abolish the original i0-vear economic plan, and formulate 4 new one. 
At the same time, they decided to reassign Yu Oiuli from the position 

as chairman of the State Planning Committee to be in charge of the 
energy committee, and appointed Yao Yilin concurrently chairman of the 
State Planning Committee. After Yao Yilin had taken up his post, he 
gave an important speech, stressing that the state must work in 
accofdance with its own capability and make gradual progress in economic 
planning. He criticized the old method of planning solely bv subjective 
Spinions and paving no attention to the objective laws. He also 
criticized blindly going after high quotas at a tremendous speed.

Thus, the originally advanced 
petroleum ministry became corrupt and enforcement of rules and regulae 
tions became slack as laymen took over leadership and workers lacked 
adequate training. The “Bohai No 2" platform was imported 7 years ago. 
However, important materials such as the book on stability calculation 
has not yet been translated and they even paid no attention to 4 report 
submitted by the first front team of the drilling platform. All this 
finally led te a shocking catastrophe. If we do not strictly handle 

thie severe incident, we will not be able to enforce party discipline 

and state laws and to vigorously and speedily implement and push forward 
respect for science and the new economic policy which works in accordance 
with the ob ective laws. 


Removing a Big Stumbling Block 


The “new economic group” was resolute to get rid of all obstacles and 
made a thorough investigation into the “Bohai No 2" incident. They 
finally won a complete victory after seesaw battie for more than 

5S monthe.

.fext, Both RENMIN RIBAO and GONGREN RIBAO today published editorials 
offering basic methods to solve the employment problem confronting the 
labor sector, 


joth papers pointed out that the employment problem facing the labor force 
8 one of major national concern. Since the establishment of the new re- 
public JO years ago, great strides have been made to provide the labor 
force with employment. However, there remain certain problems for which 
solutions must be found. To remedy the situation, it is imperative that 
a great effort be made to mobilize the resources of all businesses and 
al. organtzations in society to tackle the problem There are many causes 
which g.ve rise to the labor employment problem, such as the economic 
setup, the distribution of population, and the educational system. So 

as the system of labor employment is concerned, there are too many 
controls and rigid restrictions which are making it more and more difficult 
for members of the Labor force to find employment. This was especially 
true during the lO-yvear period of havoc which devastated the production 
sector and brought the national economy to the brink of collapse. The 
result was that, while there were more and more people seeking employment, 
the capacity to absorb jobseekers became inversely smaller and smaller. 
The drastic increase in the population of cities and towns further added 
to the employment problea. 


Both papers expressed the opinion that a solution of the problem of labor 
employment hinges on an increase in production. The basic solution to 
this problem lies in adjusting our ways of thinking, liberalizing our 
policies, developing productive enterprises, opening further opportunities 
tor emplovment, adopting the practice -f having labor organizations offer 
employment opportunities under overall governmental planning and guidance, 
setting up the dual policy of getting laborers to organize on a voluntary 
basis to provide employment or letting them seek their own employment, 
rapidly developing, under the guidelines of this poltey, an economic 
system based on collective ownership responsible for its own profits and 
losses, and developing an economic system of individual ownership that is 
not expioitacive in nature.
